THE  EMBASSY  quoted  Tomp- 
kins as  saying  he  and  Henderson 
had  drinks  at  the  “21”  Club  and 
Henderson  offered  a $5  bill  in 
payment.  Two  men  seated  near- 
by demanded  the  banknote  from 
the  bartender  and  then  asked 
Henderson  if  it  was  false  and  if 
he  had  any  more  American  cur- 
rency on  him,  according  to 
Tompkins’  account. 

Tompkins  said  an  argument 
followed  and  one  of  the  men  told 
the  two  Americans  they  were 
under  arrest.  At  the  doorway,  ne 
said,  one-  of  the  Cubans  jostled 
Henderson  and  the  latter  started 
to  swing  but  was  grabbed  by 
Tompkins  to  avert  an  incident. 

AT  THIS  point,  according  to 
Tompkins,  the  other  Cuban 
walked  up  and  placed  his  pistol 
against  Henderson’s  stomach  and 
pulled  the  trigger,  without  say- 
ing a word.  Henderson  fell  while  j 
the  two  Cubans  fled. 

The  Cuban  version  was  given 
by  2nd  Lt.  Jose  Suarez  who  ar- ; 
rested  Robreno  and  Lt.  Alberto  j 
Blanco  Romarys,  his  companion.  | 


Blanco,  also  a technical  investi- 
gation department  agent,  was 
provisionally  freed  after  ques- 
tioning. 

ROBRENO  was  quoted  as  say- 
ing he  was  drinking  with  his  wife 
and  Blanco  when  Henderson 
tried  to  pay  his  tab  with  the  bill 
which  was  refused  by  the  bar- 
tender on  the  grounds  that  it  was 
false.  The  captain  intervened  to 
ask  Henderson  to  pay  the  check 
with  Cuban  currency,  the  police 
report  said. 

Henderson  was  alleged  to  have 
retorted:  “I  don’t  want  to  pay 
with  Communist  money.” 

THE  AGENTS  then  arrested 
Henderson  and  Tompkins,  police 
said,  and  Robreno  drew  his  .45 
automatic  to  “intimidate”  the 
Americans. 


UN  Readies

Assembly  To  Stop 
Lumumba’s  Return 

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.  Y., 

| Nov.  21  (UPI)  — The  General 
Assembly  appeared  ready  today 
j to  deal  the  Soviet  Union  and  its 
friend  another  sharp  setback  in 
' the  campaign  to  return  Patrice 
Lumumba  to  power  in  the  Con- 
go. 

The  United  States  and  its  al- 
lies hoped  that  before  the  day 
was  out  the  99-nation  parlia- 
ment would  authorize  President 
Joseph  Kasavubu's  delegation  to 
take  the  seats  in  the  General 
Assembly  assigned  to  the  Con- 
go. 

THE  SEATS  have  been  vacant 
since  Sept.  20  when  the  15th 
session  of  the  assembly  conven- 
ed. Rival  delegations  appointed 
by  Kasavubu  and  Lumumba,  the 
premier  he  has  declared  depos- 
ed, have  been  battling  for  auth- 
orization to  sit  in  them. 

The  assembly’s  credentials 
committee  voted  6-1  two  weeks 
ago  to  recognize  the  Kasavubu 
delegation.  The  full  assembly 
must  approve  this  decision  be- 
fore it  becomes  effective.  The 
Soviet  Union  cast  the  lone  dis- 
senting vote  although  three  oth- 
er countries  abstained. 

RECOGNITION  of  the  Kasa- 
vubu delegation  would  enhance 
the  president’s  position  to  the 
point  he  would  have  to  be  re- 
garded as  the  supreme  authority 
in  the  Congo,  Western  diplomats 
believed.

The  administration’s  announcement  that  registra- 
tion for  second  semester  will  be  on  Saturday  after  finals 
test  week  for  this  semester  can  scarcely  be  described  as 
receiving  an  enthusiastic  reception  from  faculty  or  stu- 
dents. N 

Frankly,  our  scars  from  the  last  registration’s  has- 
sle are  so  deep  that  we  cringe  to  think  of  going  through 
it  again  after  a grueling  week  of  finals. 

Not  only  will  we  have  no  between-semester  respite 
from- studies,  we  apparently  won’t  even  have  the  week- 
end free.  The  decision,  however,  has  been  made  and  we 
doubt  that  our  unhappiness  over  it  will  change  it. 

We  do  hope,  however,  that  something  will  be  done 
about  registration  itself.  This  semester’s  registration 
was,  in  our  opinion,  the  worst  registration  yet.  Surely 
there  is  little  need  for  all  the  harrassment  that  went 
into  it. 

Some  universities  are  able  to  accomplish  registra- 
tion in  a much  more  efficient  manner.  At  Northwestern, 
we  are  told,  one  student  registered  in  20  minutes.  At 
Illinois  another  faculty  member  went  through  the  pro- 
cess in  half  an  hour.  Unbelievable?  We  don’t  think  so, 
though  it  sounds  like  heaven  compared  to  our  system. 

The  way  this  is  done,  they  , both  report,  is  by  as-‘ 
suming  the  students  have  minds  of  their  own  and  by 
eliminating  all  the  trivia  from  registration  for  which 
our  BYU  system  is  notorious. 

The  question  is,  can  it  be  done  here?  We  think  so. 

We  hope  the  administration  will  give  serious  con- 
sideration to  streamlining  our  unrealistic  registration 
processes. 

A good  place  to  start  would  be  to  eliminate  all  lines 
for  traffic,  housing,  student  publications,  student  activ- 
ities, fees,  health  service,  library  fines,  insurance,  vet- 
eran’s service  and  every  other  imposition  which  does 
not  contribute  to  getting  students  registered  quickly  and 
with  a minimum  of  confusion. 


Note  to  Incompetents 


Because  of  the  number  of  false  fire  alarms  which 
BYU  has  had,  especially  in  the  men’s  (or  maybe  we 
should  say  “boy’s”)  resident  halls  we  feel  that  students 
should  know  the  law  and  punishment  for  this. 


In  the  Revised  Ordinance,  1959,  it  states : 


It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  break,  des- 
troy, or  in  any  manner  interfere  with  any  electrical 
fire  alarm  register  or  any  wire,  pole  or  apparatus  con- 
nected therewith,  or  knowlingly  to  send  any  false  alarm 
from,  through  or  over  such  a box  apparatus,  or  through 
or  by  a telephone  or  messenger  service  box. 


“Such  action  is  a misdemeanor  punishable  by 
fine  of  $1  to  $299  or  six  months  in  jail  or  both.” 


A false  alarm  is  neither  funny  nor  cute.  It  is  pos- 
sible that  someone  could  die  in  a real  fire  because  fire 
equipment  is  not  available  at  the  central  station  when 
needed  in  an  emergency.  Any  fire  reported  from  a school 
or  dormitory  is  considered  a general  alarm  by  the  Provo 
Fire  department  and  several  units  are  always  dispatched. 
These  could  be  needed  elsewhere. 


We  doubt  if  even  the  socially  incompetents  at  Hel- 
aman  Halls  would  want  to  be  responsible  for  some  per- 
son’s loss  of  life  in  this  tragic  way.

Rehabilitate,  Sociology  Prof  Jmplor 


For  centuries,  man  has  re- 
garded the  law  breaker  with 
disgust,  casting  him  into  prisons 
with  appearently  no  desire  to 
help  him. 

Recently,  however  thinking 
has  developed  that  pehaps  there 
is  still  good  in  these  men.  Steps 
are  now  being  taken  to  rehabil- 
itate the  criminal,  in  an  effort 
to  make  him  able  to  live  in  a 
free  society  again.  Among  those 
interested  in  this  work  on  the 
Brigham  Young  University  cam- 
pus is  Dr.  Wilford  E.  Smith,  in 
tthe  Sociology  Dept. 


He  hopes  that  someday,  man, 
through  studying  social  struc- 
tures such  as  the  church,  the 
family,  and  school,  “will  learn 
enough  about  the  socialization 
process”  so  that  it  will  be 
possible  to  cut  down  drastically 
the  number  of  people  who  are 
led  to  paths  of  crime. 


DR.  SMITH  took  his  first  class 
in  criminology  under  Dr.  Beeley 
at  the  University  of  Utah,  and 
then  went  on  to  specialize  in 
the  field  at  the  University  of 
Washngton. 


He  finds  crime  study  not  only 
interesting,  but  challanging  as 
well.  So  much  so,  in  fact,  that 
he  spent  seven  months  in  1958 
employed  as  a guard  at  Utah 
State  Prison,  where  he  worked 
and  counselled  with  some  of  the 
most  “hardened”  criminals  there. 


Dr.  Smith  tells  of  many  of 
his  experiences  while  at  the 
prison  in  his  book,  not  yet  pub- 
lished. called  “4  Watched  Them 
Die.” 

IN  THIS  BOOK,  along  with 


other  articles  he  has  written,  Dr. 
Smith  expressed  his  life  aim: 
“To  see  the  time  come  when 
the  prison  becomes  a social  hos- 
pital, where  minds  are  redeemed 
rather  than  punished  into  further 
hatred  of  the  human  race.” 


THIS  CAN  COME  about 
through  haVing,  for  example, 
police  departments  profession- 
ally staffed  with  well  trained 
and  well  paid  men,  qualified  to 
serve  as  teachers  as  well  as  en- 
forcers. 


In  helping  to  create  a better- 
understanding  of  the  law  breaker 
arid  how  to  handle  him,  Dr. 
Smith  has  taken  part  in  many 
campus  activities. 

HE  HEADED  THE  Police  Sci- 
ence Institute  held  on  campus 
for  workers  in  this  field  in  March 
1959.  He  also  directed  the  Law 
Enforcement  Clinic  in  Feb.  1960. 
He  has  conducted  and  helped  to 
conduct  3 travel  study  tours  to 
Europe  and  1 to  Hawaii. 

Currently  Dr.  Smith  is  work- 


ing on  plans  for  a BYU  t< 
European  prisons  durinf 
summer  of  1962.  Although 
on  this  tour  is  still  in  th< 
espondence  stage,  he  feel 
such  a tour  would  be  ol 
interest  and  help  to  anyoi 
terested  in  furthering  the 
expanding  field  of  crimir 
and  crime  treatment,  a 
which  he  feels  is  finally 
ing  toward  professionalizat

Fellows  List  Dating  Pet  Peeves 
Makeup,  Talkitiveness  Top  List

“What  are  your  pet  peeves  concerning  girls  you  date?” 
This  was  the  question  posed  to  a diversified  group  of  25 
BYU  fellows.  This  group,  selected  at  random,  was  compos- 
ed of  12  upperclassmen  and  13  lowerclassmen,  64  per  cent  of 
whom  were  playing  the  field,  16  per  cent  going  steady,  and 
8 per  cent  pinned  or  engaged.  Firty-four  per  cent  of  them 
date  more  than  once  a week ; 28  per  cent  once  a week,  and 
28  per  cent  less  than  once  a week. 

The  number-one  complaint  listed  was  lack  of  conserva- 
tiveness,  with  40  per  cent  of  the  fellows  listing  this  as  a pet 
peeve. 

Under  this  category  falls  the  girl  who  wears  too  much 
makeup,  or  who  laughs  loudly  or  at  inappropriate  times. 
Those  who  talk  too  much,  or  are  too  sanctimonious  fall  into 
this  classification  too.  One  junior  also  mentioned  that  he 
disliked  dating  girls  who  wear  their  skirts  above  their  knees. 

Vying  for  second  place  was 
disregard  for  a fellow’s  money 
problems,  inattentiveness  and 
“dumb  blond”  attitudes. 

“You  take  a girl  to  a fair  or  to 
a carnival,  and  she  is  constantly 
begging,  ‘Buy  me  this.  Buy  me 
that’  without  waiting  for  me  to 
suggest  something  I can  afford,” 
moaned  one  fellow.  Several  fel- 
lows pointed  out  that  it  is  ex- 
pensive enough  to  take  a girl  to 
a moive  “then  she  expects  you 
to  take  her  out  to  dinner  after- 
wards!” 

Commenting  on  the  problem  of 
inattentiveness,  one  irate  fresh- 
man said,  “Spare  me  the  girl 
who  is  constantly  flirting  With 
other  guys  or  boasting  about  her 
other  dates  when  she  is  with 
me!”

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U.  S.  Catholic  Bishops  Criticize 
Americans’  Cult  of  Conformity 


WASHINGTON,  Nov.  21(UPI) 
—The  Roman  Catholic  bishops  of 
the  United  States  have  sharply 
criticized  American  parents,  bus- 
iness and  labor  leaders  and  the 
cult  of  the  “organization  man" 
in  an  attack  on  what  they  termed 
a decaying  trend  toward  con- 
formity. 

They  called  for  revival  of  tra- 
ditional ideals  of  individualism 
“before  it  is  too  late.”  Unless 
there  is  a rebirth  of  individual 
obligation  and  responsibility, 
they  said,  “the  automation  of 
human  beings  and  the  steady  loss 
of  . . . freedom”  is  inevitable. 

Members  of  the  church  hier- 
archy said,  “Uniformity  of 
thought  and  supine  loyalty  to  the 
organization,  whether  it  be  the 
industrial  corporation,  the  labor 
union  or  the  political  party,  are 
too  often  encouraged  and  re- 
warded. The  organization  man, 
cloaked  in  a sort  of  anonymity, 
rather  than  the  responsible  indi- 
vidual, is  favored  and  advanced.” 
The  prelates  added: 

— THE  FAILURE  of  parents 
to  fulfill  their  responsibilities, 


as  revealed  in  the  frequency  of 
divorce,  desertion  and  broken 
homes,  is  a national  disgrace.” 

— In  education,  a dangerous 
trend  toward  conformity  shows 
up  in  the  emphasis  “placed  on 
adapting  oneself  to  the  thinking 
of  the  group.”

Redskins  Silence  ‘Gun, 
Upest  Utags  In  Thriller 


The  University  of  Utah  Red- 
skins pushed  across  a fourth 
period  touchdown  and  held  the 
power  packed  Utah  State  of- 
fense at  bay  for  four  quarters 
to  take  a 6-0  upset  victory  in 
Salt  Lake  City  Saturday. 

. The  highly  under-rated  Utah 
line  pushed  the  magnificent  Ag- 
gie forward  wall  all  over  the 
field  in  their  fourth  quarter  72 
yard  scoring  drive. 

. It  was  this  same  Utah  line 
that  held  the  great  Aggie  half- 
back, Tom  (Gun)  Larscheid,  the 
nation’s  number  two  rusher,  to  a 
weak  19  yards  from  scrimmage 
in  his  14  carries  for  the  after- 
noon. 

Utah  rose  up  to  hold  the  Ag- 
gies who  have  averaged  better 
than  300  yards  rushing  in  every 
game  this  season  to  just  151 
yards  on  the  ground. 

The  loss  was  a costly  one  for 
the  Aggies.  It  dropped  them 
from  the  unbeaten,  untied  ranks 
in  the  nation’s  major  college 
football  teams;  it  cost  them  an 
undisputed  first  place  finish  in 
the  Skyline  as  the  best  they 
could  muster  was  a first  place 
tie  with  Wyoming;  and  it  may 
have  cost  them  a post-season 
bowl  bid. 

Little  Bud  Scalley.  a 162 
pound  third-string  halfback  for 
the  Utes  scored  the  game’s  only 
touchdown,  streaking  around  his 
own  left  end  for  twelve  yards 
with  a little  more  than  five  -min- 
utes remaining  in  the  game. 

The  Aggies’  greatest  penetra- 


tion was  in  the  first  quarter  of 
play  when  they  moved  to  the 
Utah  seven  yard  line  where  a 
filed  goal  attempt  missed.  The 
closest  the  Farmers  could  get 
to  pay  dirt  in  the  second  half 
was  the  Utah  42. 

Doug  Mayberry,  the  Aggies’ 
bull-necked  fullback  was  the 
Aggies’  only  consistent  ground 
gainer.  Big  Doug  snorted  his 
way  for  56  yards,  46  of  these 
coming  in  the  first  quarter  when 
the  Ags  made  their  biggest 
threat.
